“Not only is there a scarcity in the 
East, but potatoes are few and 
between in the Western States this 
year,” said F, McClure Sclanders, of 
the Saskatoon Board of Trade, “. 
trade journal reports that Irish cob- 
blers from New Brunswick a few 
days ago were fetching $1.60 a bushel 
wholesale for carload lots on the 
Montreal markets, the quotation be- 
ing for bagged potatoes, The freight 
between here and Toronto, where 
prices are much the same, is 34 1-2 
cents per bushel, or 57¢ per hundred 
pop in carload lots, a carload be- 
ng 1,000 bushels, This leaves the 
western grower a substantial margin 
of considerably more than a dollar, 
if he cares to take advantage of the 
situation in time, 

“Inquiries for potatoes are coming 
in to the Board of Trade offices from 
large firms in the East, One was re- 
ceived recently from Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, and letters have also been 
received from the States.”

Some time ago the Italian 
Boy Scouts expressed the desire to 
be utilized more freely in services for 
which their training has fitted them, 
and so a circular has been issued by 
the war ministry authorizing the em- 
ployment of Boy Scouts as messen- 
gers attached to the various terri- 
torial army corps and with troops 
guarding railways, works of art, ¢s- 
tablishments, etc., as well as at mili- 
tary headquarters and hospitals. 

The Scouts are rendering their ser- 
vices gratuitously, but soldiers’ ra- 
tions are furnished them and all that 
is necessary when on sentry duty or 
in camp. The employment of Boy 
Scouts in the coastguard service is 
especially advocated. The Italian 
Boy Scouts are available for these 
services during the summer months, 

The Boy Scouts in New York have 
rendered a distinct service to the city 
by aiding in the protection of Central 
Park om those who wilfully or 
thoug ssly destroy public proper- 
ty. The troop which has undertaken 
to do this work is known as Central 
Park Conservation Troop No. 114, It 
has 25 members, and their co-opera- 
tion with the police and park authori- 
tics has been so interesting and en- 
tertaining that other boys who live 
near the park are trying to join the 
troo} The boys of this troop are 
finding ways to protect prop- 
erty and to be of service to persons 
in the park. They report to the po- 
lice or guards any actions in violation 
of the park rules, such as the break- 
ing of trees, the picking of flowers, 
molesting of animals, fishing in the 
lakes, etc. :

Utilize Aeroplanes in More Peaceful Pursuits

ines, The story told in The Globe by

Water Supply in Sask. 


An Inexhaustible Supply of Water 
Can Be Had Almost Anywhere 


A schedule of 23 questions dealing 
with various aspects of the question 
of water supply in the Province of 
Saskatchewan was recently sent out 
by the Government of that province 
to approximately 1,800 persons, The 
Public Service Monthly, Regina, says 
concerning this: 

“The importance of the matter and 
the interest taken therein is shown by 
the manner in which the schedules 
were returned, as almost every one 
of them have vecen filled out and sent 
in and evidntly much care and time 
has been expended in an endeavor to 
give as full information as possible, 
Special thanks are due to the many 
correspondents who have taken the 
trouble to add copious remarks, which 
in many cases have been found of 
much value in assisting the Statistics 
Branch to gain a thorough under- 
standing of the situation ‘ j 

“It has been clearly shown by this 
inquiry that underlying the prairies 
of this province there 1s ay inexhaus- 
tible supply of water and in compar- 
atively few places only is it found so 
deep as to make the expense of pro- 
curing « beyond the means of the 
ordinary farmer 

“Regarding the quality of the wa- 
ter in the wells, while it is admitted 
that a varying degree of alkalinity is 
found in some parts, being generally 
greater according to the depth of the 
well scarcely a case is recorded of 
well water being unfit for domestic 
use The water may be and indeed 
often 1s hard, but it is always’ usable. 

“In some districts it seems possible 
to find water almost anywhere-at no 
great depth in others the best place 
to sink a well 1s a difficult matter to 
decide on Many correspondents call

By-law, being By-law No. 3,| 
of the Rurel Municipality of | 
Forty-Mile No. 64. 


BYLAW NO, 17 

A bylaw of the Rural Municipality 
of Forty Mile, No. 64, to amend the 
Pound bylaw so as to make the 
Munieipality of Forty Mile a closed 
range at all times of the year,

In “An American’s Report of Ten 
Months in Germany,” D, T, Curtin, 
of Boston, Mass., writes as follows: 

Early in August last I was in Ber- 
lin. The British-French offensive 
which had begun on July 1, outward- 

appeared to attract little notice in 

ermany. Even in the highest mili- 
tary uarters it was considered Brit- 
ain’s final bluff. The great maps in 
the shop windows of every street 
showed no change, and still show no 
change. worth noticing, “The maps 
speak,” say the Germans, 

“One hot evening in Berlin I met a 
young officer whom IT had known on 
a previous visit. I noticed he was ill 
and out of sorts. He told me he had 
been unexpectedly called to his regi- 
ment on the western front. “How is 
that?” T said. He made that curious 
indescribable German gesture which 
shows discontent and dissatisfaction, 

“These. English,” he said; “are put- 
ting-every man they have got into a 
final ridiculous attempt. to make us 
listen to peace terms. My leave was 
cut short this“evening.” We had a 

lass*of beer. “You have been to 

ngland, haven’t you?” he inquired. 
T told him I had been there last year, 
“They seem to have more soldiers 
than we thought,” he said. “They 
seem to be learning the business. My 
battation has suffered terribly.” 


» The next day there were other 
rumors in. Berlin, rumors unknown 
to the masses. It was suggested to 
me by a friend that if I wanted to 
learn the truth I should go to Pots- 
dam and see the arrival of the woun- 
ded of the famous Prussian Guard, 
who had had-a terrible experience at 
the hands of the English in Contal- 
maison on July 10, He drew me 
aside and told me that the state of 
things ‘on the Semme if known 
throughout Germany would effective- 
ly destroy the pretension of the an- 
nexationist: party, who believed that 
Germany had won the war and would 
hold. Belgium, the conquered portion 
of France and Poland. He told me 
to. go out to Potsdam with caution 
and warned me that IT would have the 
utmost difficulty in getting anywhere 
near the artillery signs at the railway 
station, 

T asked another extremely well-in- 
formed friend if anything particular 
‘was happening in the war, and told 
him I thought of going to Potsdam. 
He said: “What for? There is no- 
thing seen there—the same old drifl- 
ing and drilling.” So well are secrets 
-kept ih Germany,. —.  ~ t : 

However, I wént, and what T saw 
‘in Potsdam would, if known to the 
_German people, shake the very foun- 
dation of the empire. The hypnotic 
-effect of the German newspapers is 
not apprehended in Great Britain. 
Those newspapers are all directed 
from the foreign office, which can 
manipulate the thoughts of these do- 
‘cile people and turn their attention to 
“a particular. part of the war with the 
same celerity as the operator of a 
searchlight can direct the beam to 
any part of the sky. For the moment 
the whole German nation looks at the 
beam, nothing else. When people in 
England ask, “Aren’t they beginning 
to learn the truth?” I reply that. some 
are, but'that the great majority think 
exactly what they are told. The 
great newspaper searchlight today is 
’ switched on Hindenburg, Almost all 
of these industrious hunian, ants think 
of nothing byt Hindenburg, The ‘loan 
‘whichy is now dragging its. slow 

‘lengtly salong is’ the “Hindenburg 
? loan”; Silesia has named a town Hin- 
denburg; newly arrived infants are

Very Little is Known by the People of the Successes of the Allies 
On the West Front, and if Real Facts were Revealed, they 
Would Shake Foundations ot the Teutonic Empire 


Substitute for Rubber 


Australian Chemist Discovers Com- 
_ pound to Replace Regular 
Article 


A question asked in the Jegislative 
assembly of Victoria about steps to 
prevent a certain valuable Australian 
invention from falling into the hands 
of the “rubber ring” have directed at- 
tention to a very interesting. discov- 
ery. Mr, John Flint, Rusheutter’s 
Bay, near Sydney, has, like others 
all over the world, been experiment- 
ing for years with a view to discov- 
ering a substitute for rubber. He 
claims to have solved the problem. 
His compound, which has been pat- 
ented wherever possible, is said to 
have been partly the result of an ac- 
cident. He had been working for 
years upon a certain formula, 

In making up another formula he 
made a mistake, and the result ex- 
ceeded the expectations which he 
cherished all along. To put his dis- 
covery to a severe test, he made a 
| motorcar tyre, one-half of which was 
rubber and the other half of his com- 
position, he tyre has been used 
for four months, has travelled 1,500 
miles and is still running. 

Mr. Flint admits’ that as regards 
actual wear his compound shows 
slightly more depreciation than the 
| tubber, but it is doubtful whether an 
| Ordinary observer would notice it. 
| Since then, however, he has improved 
j his. compound, and its possibilities as 
a rival to rubber are plainly suggest- 
ed by the fact that it can be made at 
a cost of 10 to 12 cents a pound. It 
is claimed for the new material that 
it will serve all the purposes for 
which rubber is used; that it will not 
ignite; and that when heated it will 
not melt, 


To Isolate England 


Pushful German Politician Outlines 
an “After the War” Scheme 
of Revenge 


Herr Ernst Bassermann, the push- 
ful windbag of a politician who leids 
the National Liberals in the Reich- 
stag, devotes considerable energy to 
impressing on his compatriots the 
necessity for keeping a stiff back in 
their attitude towards England. 
years before the war we recognized 
in hinra maT Who neglected no op- 
portunity Of sowittg discord between 
Germany..and Great Britain. Since 
1914, both in the Reichstag, in public 
addresses, and in ‘the press, this ex- 
traordinarily vain individual has re- 
minded his fellow countrymen that 
they have no enemy but England, 
and that so long as England is able 
to strike, no matter when or where, 
there will be no permanent peace for 
Germany. 

Herr Bassermann’s latest contribu- 
tion to this question shows that he 
is in some doubt as to whether Ger- 
many will be able to impose such a 
final and conclusive. peace. Things 
may happen, he admits, which will 
oblige Germany to agree to a peace 
which ‘will leave the British part of 
her programme unsettled, Should 
this be inevitable it will be the duty 
and first object of German states- 
men*to make such a final arrange- 
mént with’ France, Russia, Italy and 
Japan as will prove to these coun- 
tries that their interest no longer lies 
in supporting British policy. 

After the peace, according to Herr 
Bassermann,, Germany will be faced 
with a diplomatic task of enormous 
difficulty--nothing less than the gom- 
plete alienation of England’s present 
friends, including the United States. 
Her task will be to show that Brit- 
ish ambitions, ‘and her “iniquitous” 
claim to dominate the seas, are in- 


compatible with the prosperity and 
legitimate ambitions of other  na- 
tions. 


With these diplomatic efforts, pari 
passu, will proceed the rapid build- 
ing of a formidable navy, an under- 
taking which is certain to have the 
unanimous ‘support of the German 
nation. Herr Bassermann does not 
divulge his*scheme “for alienating 
Britain’s present friends, but on two 
points he lays special stress, In the 
first place, Spain, now so favorably 
inclined to Germany, as Bassermann 
would have us believe, must be com- 
| pletely won. over, ,.The key to our 
Mediterranean position is Gibraltar, 
and Spain must be shown that her 
profit lies in making the British posi- 
tidn there untenable. With Gibraltar 
in the hands of Spain, our domination 
in Egypt and on the Suez Canal will 
be reduced to a shadow. 

But it is with Russia where suc- 
cess will be surest and speediest. 
Russia is England’s political anti- 
podes, and all the powers in the 
world will never reconcile British 
and _ Russian, pretensions in Asia, 
Hefeffi Mics’ ‘Germant'® opportunity, 
and “he soundsense of German 
jstatesmen will be displayed in re- 
moving every obstacle from Russia's 
path Which is calculated to hinder 
her in the pursuit- of. her ambitions. 
Herr Bassermann’s absurdities ajre, 
\of course, borrowed from the pro- 
gramme of the Pan-Germans, and it 
will be remembered that; the late 
Professor, Mommsen, who had a 
{shrewd knowledge of his country, 
once declared that the Pan-Germans 
were “Kolassale Esel” (colossal 
asses). |. »

Paul D. Cravath and Other Ameri- 
cans Took Chances in the 
Trenches 


Just west of here, in the forest.of 
Argonne, there is a remarkable mili- 
tary tunnel, 45 feet underground, run- 
ning tight up to within 300 yards of 
the German trenches. It is one of the 
most hard-pressed points around Ver- 
dun, but through this tunnel rein- 
forcements move forward without 
danger, relieving every two hours 
the men on the firing line, 

There was a very American atmos- 
phere about this/tunnel when the As- 
sociated Press correspondent visited 
it, for the curious fact developed that 
the two officers in command were 
American residents, one a _ stock- 
faiser in Alberta, Canada, and the 
other a bank official of the Franco- 
American Bank at Los Angeles, Cal. 
Both were born in France, and when 
the war broke out left their Ameri- 
can business to come home and fight. 
And now they are in full charge of 
this underground highway, leading up 
to one of the most desperate positions 
along the front. They are so Ameri- 
can that they speak English instead 
of French, and the commandant’s 
headquarters — a little nest in the 
clay—has a big picture of Uncle Sam 
hanging on the wall. 

Creeping through the tunnel toward 
the first line the members of the vis- 
iting party knocked their steel cas- 
ques on the roof, and plunged 
through water ankle deep, Paul D. 
Cravath, of New York, six feet six 
inches tall, was bent double in the 
struggle through the tunnel. Along 
the way they passed an electric 
plant throbbing with energy and 
pumping the fresh air which keeps 
the tunnel habitable. Further on in 
a large clay hole a kitchen was in full 
operation, with soldiers eating bowls 
of nudels. 

As the visitors emerged from the 
tunnel into the front line French 
trenches the German trenches were 
plainly visible on the crest, only 300 
yards away. The intervening space 
was swept clear as though by a cy- 


clone. Instead of the beautiful green 
of the forest that was left at the 
other end of the tunnel, here the 


whole outlook was grey and desolate, 
the ground jagged and torn as by 
eccentric plows — not a vestige of 
grass or verdure, and the few gaunt 
trunks of trees stripped of their tast 
leaf and looking like so many scare- 
crows. 

“This has been a rather quiet day— 
only two mine explosions,” said the 
commandant, “two men injured, one 
in the shoulder, the other in the leg. 
That is little, for often we have forty 
to sixty men killed or injured in these 
mine explosions, which go on contin- 
ually as the Germans try to mine 
under our trenches and we try to 
mine under theirs.” 

Even beyond the front line French 
trenches, the French soldiers had 
pushed their observation posts into 
the fire-swept dividing line, 300 yards 
wide. Some of these daring men 
could be seen almost up to the crest 
where the German line ran. They 
were crouched behind heaps of boul 
ders, rifles ready. 

“Those men are only 
from the Germans,” said 
mandant, : 

‘As he spoke, Mr. Cravath said: 

“I see a German; there he is on the 
crest; you can see his uniform with 
the round cap.” 

“And he sees you, too,” said the 
commandant. “You have been under 
fire,” he added, as he led Mr, Crav- 
ath and the others to a more secure

“It’s good that the German didn’t 
fire,” remarked Cravath, “It might 


have been an international incident. 
Think of it—killing an American visi- 
tor to the French trenches!” _ 

The ingenuity of some of 
trench quarters along the way 
shown in the use’of empty glass bot- 
tles for windows. One officer point- 
ed with pride to the very artistic ef- 
fect che had secured with these 
empty wine bottles. <A_ triple row 
extended all across the front of his 
log shack, giving lieht within and 
having rather a cathedral window ef- 
fect without. The bottles are of 
white glass, used for bottling the 
white wine of Bordeaux, 

The headquarters of General Ne- 
ville, in command of the operations 
at Verdun, are quite a way outside 
the city, at a little cross-road hamlet, 
which cannot be*hamed for military 
reasons. The house was a two-storey 
stone structure, It was in this same 
building that General Petain, who 
preceded Neville, and General de Cas- 
telnon made the plans\on the first on- 
rush of the Germans which held them 
until reinforcements could be brought

As we were at General Neville’s 
headquarters a party of German pris 
oners came by, Already they were 


being set to work, and instead of a 
gun each German garried a spade 
over his shoulder.

There are in the three prairie pro-| 
vinces over three thousand country 
elevators operating at the present 
time with a total storage capacity of 
about fifty-eight million bushels, Of 
these three thousand, a large num- 
ber are owned by line companies, 
Nearly two hundred are in Manitoba} 
operated by farmers’ companies, two 
hundred and sixty-one in Saskatche- 
wan and about a hundred in Alberta, 
These farmers’ companies handled 
approximately one hundred million 
bushels of the 1915 crop and are bLe- 
coming increasingly an -important| 
factor in the handling of the crop of;

Russian Professional Women 

From the middle of the last century 
the women of Russia have asserted 
their eagerness for professional train- 
ing. Teaching, surgery, medicine and 
government service have attracted 
the greatest number. When the med- 
ical schools were closed to them, 
they went to Switzerland and other 


foreign countries, A Russian girl took | 


a doctor’s degree at Zurich in 1867. 
In the early 70's, admission of women 
to medical courses became a settled 
practice in Russia. Ip 1876, women 
surgeons in numbers distinguished 


themselves at the front in the Ser- 
bian-Turkish war; the same distin- 
guished service has been given by 


them in the Russo-Japanese war and 
in the present conflict. Today women 
physicians are as prominent as men, 
and in some cities there are many 
more female than male dentists. 
More than 62 per cent. of the teachers 
in the zemstvo schools are women, 
and/the census of 1897 showed that 
there were four women to every five 
men in the state and public service.

High Cost of Living 


Good Old Egyptian Days When Pigs 
Fetched Seven Cents 


“Oh, for the good old days,” some- 
one will sigh when they learn, on the 
authority of Louis C. West, an in- 
structor in history, that the high-cost- 
of-living-question was foreign to the 
experience of the ages before the 
word Christian was an appellation of 
our civilization, 

In Roman .Egypt in A.D. 79, with 
two aurel or about $10, a bride could 
buy a trousseau that would make a 
modern millionaire turn green ‘with 
envy! 

The authority mentioned says there 
was a time when a $10 bill—in Egyp- 
tian papyri—would purchase a com- 
plete trousseau, ineluding gowns, 
linens, cooking and eating utensils, a 
youthful slave, furniture, a shelter 
hut and a camel. 

Computed on this same, basis, Mr 
West points out that a wedding feast, 
comprising a dozen courses, would 
cost twenty cents a plate. Such a 
banquet would include fruit of jujube, 


dates, cake, cymmin, pigeons, lotus, 
lentils, opions, vetches, wine and 
eer, 


“Today,” he says, “we pay far more 
for food, clothing, amusements, edu- 
cation, medicine and insurance, and 
get less. It is not an exaggeration 
to say that the Egyptian earning 
twenty cents a day could bring up a 
family with less worry and trouble 
than a Canadian . workman of the 
present earning $2,a day.”

An independent opinion to this ef 
fect is given by Mr. W. Kay Wallace

been led to believe that the British 
workman is opposed to compulsory 
military service and that trade un- 
ion men are submitting recalcitrant-| 


ly to army regulations must change 
their point of view. As a soldier here, 
a trade union man, said to me, “The 
finest union in the world is the 
army.” 

This great bakery is only a model 
of many other such establishments 
which I visited. Near by are 
houses filled with stores for 
troops in the field. The amount of 
goods handled in one consignment is 


stupendous; 50,000. tins of jam, 20,- 
000 boxes of meat, cases of onions 
by the thousands, bags of sugar by 


the 10,000, boxes of tea by the ton, 


and the like. Brought in from all 
parts of the world direct by trans- 
port, the goods are stored in the 


warehouses, stacked in piles so -ar- 
ranged that though hundreds of thou- 
sands of cases and are here 
stored, yet almost at a glance the 
exact amount of the goods on hand 
can be counted 

The supplies are vast that 
matter how great the requisition may 
be it can be instantly filled. I walked 
through long rows of goods stacked 
up in blocks as high as city houses. 
The different types of ar- 
ranged in squares resembling a city 
street, Here is a all of su

of marmalade, and so on All the 
goods bear British trade marks with 
the exception of the tinned meat. We 
walked for half a mile through this 
Strange and silent city of foodstuffs 
“Le pays de Cocagne” (the land of 
plenty), as a Russian companion re- 
marked to me, staring up at a high 
edifice made of bags of sugar 

It is a fact admitted by everyone 
that no army in the field is better 
cared for or fed than the British 
troops in France, but at the same 
time it is a current belief that no 
army i# as extravagant This latter 
Opinion, which is widely held, not 


merely in the neutral countries but 
even in England, would not seem to 
be borne out by facts, On the con- 
trary, as far as could be observed 
during a brief sojourn, I found every 
where signs of rigid economy. A regi- 
mental cook at a base told me that 
he had saved 8,000 rations during the 
last month, This does not mean that 
the men are stinted in any way, but 
the allowance of fresh meat, bread, 
butter, cheese, jam and tea is grea- 
ter than needed to satisfy the appe- 
tite, 

Efficiency end economy 
two dominant factors of success in 
modern warfare, as in modern in- 
dustry. The old spirit of “muddle” to 
which many clung to tenaciously 
during the first and even the second 
year of the war has been swepi by 
the board.

Special Grades of Grain 
For Seed l’urposes 


Order-in-Council Has Been Passed 
By Dominion Government 


With the object of creating a spe- 
cial grade of grain of superior qual- 
ity seed, the government has 
passed an order-in-council, under the 
authority of the Dominion Seed Act, 
creating the following grades exclus- 
ively for seed purposes: 

No. 1 Canadian Western seed oats 
shall be composed of No. 1 or No, 2 
C. W. oats, shall contain 95 per cent. 
of white oats, sound, clean and free 
from other grain, shall be free from 
noxious weed seeds and shall weigh 
not less than 34 pounds to the bushel. 

No. 3 Canadian Western seed bar- 
ley shall be composed of the six- 
rowed variety, sound, plump, free 
from other yrain, of fair color. free 
from noxious weed and shall 
not less than 45 pounds to the bushel. 

No. 1 Manitoba Northern seed 
jwheat shall be composed of 85 per 
icent, of Red Fite, or 85 per cent. of 
| Marquis wheat, sound, clean and free 
from other grain and free from nox- 
ious weed seeds, weighing not less 
ithan 60 pounds to the bushel. 

For No. 1 seed purposes Red Fife 
and Marquis wheat shall be kept sep- 
arate. 

No. 2 wheat shall be composed of

I. The action of the General As- 
sembly is the action of the Suprem, 
Court of the Church. Our Church, | 


in common with other Churches, as a 
part of the living Body of Christ, un- 
der His Headship and directed by His 
Spirit, is free to modify its doctrines, 


government and worship as 


light may come, in order to the .nore | 
effective fulfilment of its mission in 
the world, 


By law and practice the Presbyter- 
ian Church in Canada is governed by 
Sessions, Presbyteries and General 
Assemblies; and the Church speaks 
through these courts. In order, how- 
ever, that no hasty or ill-considered 
action may be taken, it is provided 
by the “Barrier Act” that any 
posed change in the Constitution of 
the Church must be submitted by the 
General Assembly to the Presbyter- 
ies; and unless'a majority of these 
pronounce in fayor of the proposed 
\change, it cannot be enacted by the 
'General-Assembly: 7 
11. The proposed organic Union of 
‘the Presbyterian Church in Canada 
with the Methodist and the Congre 
gational Churches of Canada has 
been under discussion for over cleven 
years. During this period a Basis of 
Uniodn was wrought out with care by 
large and representative committees 
of the negotiating Churches and was 
sent twice to the Presbyte the 
Church. It was also twice sent to 
the Sessions and whole membership 
so that the Church might have the 
opportunity of giving the fullest con- 
sideration to the Basis and to the 
question of Union. 


It is important to observe that the | 


Basis of Union as adopted does not 
require our people to abandon any 
thing that is hallowed to them in 
faith, worship or government. 

The Basis of Doctrine contains the 
fundamental Christian beliefs that 
jhave always been held by our people, 
but liberty.is allowed in those aspects 
of doctrine which are the accompani- 
j|ments of, rather than essentials in, 
ithe evangelic faith. It is this great 
fact that renders the proposed Church 
Union practicable. 

In the Basis of Union express pro 
|vision is made that existing congrega- 
tions shall be free to continue with- 
jout change the form of organization 
jwhich they at present have. ‘The 
names “Session” and “Presbytery” 
are retained. Congregations will con- 
‘tinue to call their own ministers, and 
the pastoral tie will remain unbroken 
as long as minister and people so de 
sire, A Settlement Committee will be 
appointed to endeavor to remedy the 
very serious difficulties that at pres- 
ent often interfere with the transfer 
of ministers from one congregation 
'to another. This committee will be 
a useful organ to aid, rather than re- 
strain, congregations in their choice 
of a minister, and to assist the minis 
ter in finding a suitable field of la 
bor. Existing congregations will ex- 
perience little or no change in the in- 


ternal government of their affairs 
Ill. The question of Union was 

twice submitted to the people tor 

their opinion, and abundant oppor- | 


tunity afforded for the consideration 
and amendment of a proposed basis 
jof Union, we basis as finally am- 
ended was adopted by the General 
Assembly of 1915, and the question of 
Union on this basis was submitted to 
the sessions, communicants and ad- 
herents of the Church, and the vote 
lresulted in a substantial majority for 
Union. 

After the vote of the people had 
been officially announced, the propo- 
|sal was considered by Presbyteries in 
conformity with the Barrier Act, and 
52 out of a total of 76 Presbyteries 
definitely reported to the General As- 
sembly in favor of Upion. 

After the fullest consideration and 
jdebate, the Assembly, by the ver

Light in the Poultry House 


Fowls Need Plenty of Sunshine 


During Winter Months 


It seems superfluous to say that 
the poultry-house should face the 
south so that as much sunshine as 
possible may be admitted through the 
windows. The fowls need all the 
sunshine they can get during the win- 
ter months, The windows should be 
placed about eighteen inches from 
the floor and should be so arranged 
that they can be opened on pleasant 
days. It is a good plan to use double 
windows, not only because the’ are 
warmer, but also because they will 
not, if tightly fitted, become covered 
with frost as a single window does, 
and will allow the sun's rays to pens- 
trate the interior of the building. 
Where single windows are used, it is 
a goed plan to have a blanket so ar- 
ranged that it can be let down over 
the windows on extremely cold 
nights, Care must be taken not to 
get the windows too large—that is, 
not too much glass in the front of 
the house, unless the roosts are par- 
titioned off or otherwig: protected, 
An ordinary sized window such as is 
used in dwelling-houses is plent 
large enough for a house ten by fif- 
teen feet, and should be placed 
lengthwise with the floor,

Of Militarism 


Further Military Successes Required 
to Break the Obstructive Will 
of Germany 


We quote the final sentences of a 
document which, being prepared pri- 
marily for influencing opinion in neu- 
tral countries, has not found publica- 
tion in our ordinary press, After a 
rehearsal of the necessities which 
brought the Allies into conflict with 
the German claims, and which com- 

el us to continue fighting until 

russian militarism is destroyed, the 
signatories of this document, amongst 
whom we note consistent supporters 
of our cause, such as Mr, Archer, 
Professor Gilbert Murray and Pro- 
fessor Hobhouse, give the following 
account of our national demand: 
“When our ministers spoke of des- 
troying Prussian militarism, the 
meant the ending of a system whic 
has compelled all Europe to arm, and 
now to send all its sons to die in 
millions, That system can be ended 
as soon as Germany is ready to ac- 
cept what most other nations have 
long desired, the settlement of inter- 
nntibeal question by peaceful arbitra- 
tion or co-operation in council, and 
not by the open or secret menace of 
the sword,” 

Here, it seems to us, is the clear 
Statement of the first condition of a 
settlement. It is not certain that any 
military victory, however decisive, 
can in itself bring the ending of the 
Prussian system, or can even compel 
the German people to desire its end 
instead of desiring to foster it for 
some distant revenge. It is probable 
that further” military successes for 
the Allies will be required to break 
the old obstructive will of Germany. 
But there are signs that, with the 
gigantic loss of life she has sustained 
and with the certainty of further dis- 
asters staring her in the face, she 
is ripening for a repudiation of all 
her conquests.” If Germany could 
be brought to such a definite repu- 
diation, and to a clear expression of 
her willingness to enter such a Euro- 
pean system as is proposed, a pre- 
liminary basis for negotiations would 
have been reached. We should then 
be some distance from concrete terms 
of settlement.—The Nation. 


Remarkable Scientitic 
Discovery Beats X-Rays 


X-Ray Photography Outdone By a 
Soldier’s Invention 


The British Medical Journal an- 
nounces that a remarkable scientific 
discovery is now on trial at one of 
the casualty clearing stations in 
France. 

The inventor is James Shearer, a 
Scotchman, aged twenty, a sergeant 
in the Medical Corps and working at 
the casualty clearing station. 

he new discovery, says The Jour- 
nal, appears to succeed just where 
X-ray photography fails. It takes up 
the task of producing pictures of 
structures hidden far below the sur- 
face of the body just at the point 
where X-ray photography ceases to 
perform effectively. In other words, 
the new work attempts a delineation 
not of dense structures such as bones, 
but of living soft organs. 

By means of this discovery it is 
possible in broad daylight to obtain 
detailed pictures of any organ or 
body, brain, liver, kidney and spleen, 
and to sce at a glance by what 
gross lesions they are affected. 
Thus it is possible to see blood-ves- 
sels in the brain, to observe a blood 
clot on that organ, to detect absces- 
ses in the liver, and wounds or cuts 
in any organ. In one case a concre- 
tion in the appendix was seen clearly 
when the picture was complete. 

The miracle is achieved by utiliz- 
ing the currents of electricity which 
the body is believed to generate, Two 
electrodes, each ending in a perfor- 
ated zinc plate or zinc wire screen, 
are employed, These are connected 
with batteries in the ordinary way, 
but are not placed in contact with the 
patient’s body. One screen stands on 
a pedestal in a vertical position near 
the patient. The other is hung hori- 
zontally at right angles to the first 
one. In this way any electrical field 
coming from the first screen is al- 
ways at right angles to that of the 
second, The patient is placed with 


. ry | 
the part to be examined quite close 


to the first screen and directly under, 
but at @ distance from, the second, 
The current is turned on. Then the 
third electrical element, the current 
from the patient’s own organs, is re- 
leased, 

“The inventor,” says the British 
Medical Journal, “believes the results 
are primarily due to the fact that the 
process interposes between two al- 
ternating electric fields of equal 
strength and at the precise point 
where they meet a_ third electric 
field, whose facultative potential 
force is thus released and can be con- 
verted into dynamic power.” 

The third field is made to operate 
a-sensitive needle, which works upon 
a revolving cylinder carrying a waxed 
paper, The so-called hammer needle 
moves across the cylinder, tapping 
out little holes in the wax, and when 
a diagram is seen which “precisely 
resembles the outline of the living 
tissues, lying vertically below the 
second screen,” 

This diagram can be converted into 
an ordinary photograph by processes 
familiar in the applied arts, The 
actual finished photos are remarkable 
and show blood-yessels in the brain 
in detail, also wounds, but not the 
actual brain substance. In other 
words, differences, such as diseased 
areas, are shown, 

The apparatus works as long as the 
body is alive, and even until molecu- 
lar death has occurred, After that it 
does not work,

Champion Barred Rock During Last 
Year Laid 310 Eggs 


Ontario’s Agricultural College at 
Guelph has produced, according. to 
the records in the hands of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, a  world- 
record-beating hen, For some years 
now the poultry branch at the college 
has been specializing upon the Barred 
Rock species as a utility breed . of 
poultry both for egg and meat pro- 
duction, During the past year one 
member of the flock laid 310 eggs. 
This is the aghast number of eggs 
laid by any hen of this breed in one 
year, so far as official world’s records 
are obtainable, 

The world's record in egg-laying 
for hens of all breeds is 314 ¢ gsina 
year, and the Ontario champion had 
ten days of her twelve-month still to 
go when she fell a victim to the heat 
and suddenly departed life. Her 
demise is believed to have spoiled a 
new world record, since to the time 
of her death she was laying an egg a 
Cay. as regularly as clock-work. 

he Ontario Agricultural College, 
however, has not abandoned the cov- 


eted goal. The poultry department 
this year has produced more hens 
who have laid an average of 200 eggs

English Channel 
Tunnel Proposal 


Increasing Interest Being Taken in 
the Huge Project 
_Writing in the London Daily 
Chronicles on the subject of the 
Channel tunnel, Sir Francis Fox, M, 
Inst. C. E., the distinguished engin- 
cer, says: It is probable that no great 
enterprise has received more careful 
consideration and investigation, ex- 
tending over a period of more than a 
century, Within the last 40 ycars 
not only have some 7,000 soundings 
and borings been made in the bed of 
the Channel, but in 1882 an actual 
gallery or heading was driven at the 
Dover end for a distance . of some 
2,000 yards under the sea. There was 
practically no filtration of water al- 
though there was no lining to the 
walls, the bare gray chalk being 
throughout exposed. "In fact, excur- 
sions were arranged to enable visitors 
to see the gallery, and although they 
were in their ordinary costume they 


encountered no inconvenience, and 
experienced no water, no mud, no 
foul air, This result was due to the 


existence of the splendid bed of grey 
chalk, impervious to water, which is 
a continuous feological bed stretch- 
ing from England to France. A sim- 
ilar gallery was driven from the 
French coast. 

But still further progress has been 
made as a result of the efforts of the 
present engineers of the company, by 
Mr. Sartiaux, the engineer and gen- 
eral manager of the Chemin de Fer 
du Nord, in France, and by my frm 
(Sir Douglas Fox and partners) in 
England. The tunnel now proposed 
will consist of two tubes, each cap- 
able of carrying standard British roll- 
ing stock, These tubes will be con- 
structed in the bed of gray or ceno- 
mian chalk, which has an average 
thickness of about 200 feet, and con-

Just as the electrical tube railways of 
London were placed in the dry Lon- 
don clay—a most desirable material 
for tunneling—so the tunnel will be 
in an equally suitable geological bed.

Good Seed 


Government Commission Will Inves- 
tigate Grain Seed Conditions 
Nothing is of more importance to 
the western farmer than he shoald 
have good seed. If he has poor seed, 
no matter how early the season or 
how propitious are the growing con- 
ditions, his crop cannot be good, 
The department of agriculture of 
the Dominion Government has always 
paid great attention to this question 
of good seed and testing laboratories 


‘are provided at many prairie poirts 


to which farmers may send samples 
of their grain so that its germination 
qualities may be determined, All 


, these precautions, however, are based 


on the premise that there is good seed 
available in the country, as there gen- 
erally has been. 

This year, however, it is stated that 
owing to the poor crop in the north- 
ern part of the United States our 
neighbors across the line will be com- 
pelled to come to Canada for a great 
proportion of their supply. It is fur- 
ther said that there are already agens 
from the United States in the Can- 
adian West for the purpose of buying 
seed, In view of these circumstances 
the department of agriculture is about 
to appoint a commission whose duty 
it will be to see that enough good
